ated about twenty-five miles from the 


mouth of the Min River. Foo-Choo has 
a naval arsénal, shipyards and school of 
navigation. Near it are extensive lead 
mines, and the black tea district is within 
seventy miles of that place. Consequently 


Foo-Choo carries on a large trade with 


the maritime provinces of China, both by 
land and water, as well as with the Foo- 
Choo Islands and Japan. The population 
is estimated at 500,000. 
‘ADVANCING ON MOUKDEN, * 
LONDON, Oct. 9.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai says the second Japanese army is 
reported to have crossed the Ya-Loo River 
and to be advancing upon Moukden, which 
it is believed, will soon fall as the Chinese 
are reported in a condition of demoraliza- 
tion. 
RUSSIA IS INTERESTED. 
LONDON, Oct. 9.— The Manchester 
Guardian publishes a letter from the St. 
Petersburg correspondent saying Russia 
sent a note to Japan in September, claim- 
ing an interest in the future government 
of Korea.

HENNEPIN ( CANAL. 


The Government at Confirms the Con- 
tracts for the Second Section.

PRINCFrTroN (III.) Oct. 9.—The govern- 
ment has confirmed the contracts for the 
second section of four miles of the Henne- 
pin Canal, and today the contractors will 
put nearly one thousand men to work. 
The first and fourth miles of this section 
were let to William Callihan of Omaha. 
The second mile was given to James Car- 
roll of St. Louis. The total amount of con- 
tracts let on this section will aggregate 
over $150,000. 
The government · has put 200 men at 
work laying a government railroad. along 
the right-of-way along the canal. The 
railroad will be for the present seven miles 
in length, and will be gradually extended 
as the work progresses. The line will be 
used principally for the transportation of 
timber and stone for the lock foundations 
and walls. A government force of fifty 
men are employed in opening gravel pits 
in various sections, from which the neces- 
sary concrete will be made. 

Nearly one thousand men are already at 
work on the first section of four miles in 
the construction of embankments and ex- 
cavation.

Fifty-five Men are Taken Out Safety.

About.

SHAMOKIN (Pa.,) Oct. 9.—By an explo- 
sion in the Luke Fiedler mine shaft one 
man was killed and four others impris- 
oned, with no avenue of escape. The shaft 
is on fire. Fifty-five ee were taken 
out alive. 

shaft last night, and Irvin Buffington, 
whom the colliery officials hold responsi- 
ble for the disaster, is dead. George 
Brown, a miner; his Polish helper, An- 
thony Roberttik; a drive-boy, and another 
Polish laborer are in the mine, and no 
hope is entertained of recovering them. 
The mine is a mass of flames and ‘cannot 
be approached from any direction. It is 
feared that the inside workings will have 
to be flooded, which means many months 
“of idleness to 900 employees. 

Superintendent Morris Williams, of the 
Mineral Railrovd and Mining Company, 
says that, while Irvin Buffington, John An- 
derson, Jr., and others were retimbering 
No. 1 shaft, Buffington disobeyed orders 
by lighting a naked lamp in the air-course 
for the purpose of testing the air. A 
spark set fire to the timber, which was as 
dry as powder, and a current carried the 
flames up and down the shaft like light- 
ning. Buffington returned to the bottom 
of the shaft to exchange gum boots for 
shoes. This delay cost him his life. Su- 
perintendent Williams, Mine Inspector 
Brennan, Inside Foreman Hehr and Ken- 
nedy formed a relief party and rescued 
the imprisoned workmen by way of the 
coal-run workings. 

The workmen cannot get near the fire 
on account of smoke and gas, and the 
‘flames cannot be fought with any success.

United States Attorney Reynolds stated 
that for the last two months the archives 
and evidence in Spain and Mexico have 
been under careful examination by Pre- 
vost, and the government has now pro- 
ceeding to put its evidence in competent 
form, and that it was probably time, in 
order to relieve public excitement in Ari- 
zona and elsewhere, to state that the gov- 
ernment was fully prepared to prove, 
and would do so, that not a single title 
paper, nor a single record entry were 
genuine.

A New Lorker's Daughter Attacked 


at Her Father’s Gate, 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—News of a daring 


and brutal assault which was committed 
at Dobbs’s Ferry on Saturday night has 
just leaked out. The victim is Miss Billa 
Judson, 18 years of age, the daughter of 
Dr. Judson, a specialist.

On leaving he scaled the fence that di- 
vided the property from that of Dr. Jud- 
son. He knocked at the side-door of Dr. 
Judson's residence and some cold 
meat and bread, just as Miss Judson left 
the house to visit a friend. As she raised 
the gate she stopped to button her shoe, 
when a noise behind her startled her. The 
night was dark and the shadow cast by 
the overhanging trees rendered it impos- 
sible to see any great distance, but as she 
turned she made out a figure of a man 
within arms’ length and a moment later 
his arms were about her. 

The young lady was paralyzed with ter- 
ror and made a desperate effort to shriek 
for assistance, but the fellow clapped his 
hand over her mouth and dragged her 
back. As she Slipped, he struck her 
mouth several times. The man dragged 
her toward some bushes, holding her 
elosely. She fought him inch by inch and 
her clothing was completely torn from her 
body, and her limbs were bruised in her 
struggle. At last he forced the girl to 
the grass and she felt her senses leaving 
her, but, when it seemed that she could 
struggle no longer, she managed to 
wrench her faco free and then shrieked 
only as a terrified woman can.

POLICE ABUSES. 


THE LEXOW INVESTIGATION 18

Goff Gets a Forgetful Witness to 
Admit Some Queer Transactions. 
Policeman Corcoran and | 
Club—Smith.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—The Lexow Police 
Investigation Committee resumed work to- 
day. Among the crowd that gathered early 
in the courtroom, were several police cap- 
tains whose faces had not been seén there 
before. A host of fresh witnesses was 
also on hand, including a man who wanted 
to be a policeman and was swindled in the 
attempt; an iron molder who says he was 
robbed by a policeman, and an «amateur 
detective who will have lots to say about 
the scandal in the Essex Market Police 
Court. 

Warden Ledwith of the Police Court 
prison told the committeé about certain 
abuses in those institutions which he was 
investigating. 

Agent Forget of the French steamship 
line, testified that his company paid $500 
to the police for extra services. The 
policemen on the pier were paid $10 a 
week and $500 went to the other police 
officials. One of t company’s books 
which was produced, showed that in No- 
vember, 1891, $500 had been paid for spe- 
cial service on the pier.“ Forget could 
not remember to whom the money was 
paid. 

Goff asked Forget if Policeman Degan 
had been removed from the pier because 
he refused to divide with the captain the 
money he received. Degan was present in 
court and Mr. Forget identified him. 
Policeman Lewis Degan testified that he 
was stationed on the French line pier for 
ten years and the company paid $10 a 
week for working overtime and on his 
days off. In 1891 Wardsman Vail told him 
he must pay the $10 a week to Capt. 
Schmittberger. Degan refused, saying he 
was already paying the captain §5 a week 
and the lattter would soon want his whole 
salary. He was promptly removed to an- 
other beat. All the policemen, he said, 
shared their extra money with the cap- 


Cannon demanded the $10 a week formerly 
paid Degan. West declined to give it 
without a receipt, but a receipt was re- 
fused. Witness protested against Degan's 
removal. Capt. Schmittberger said the 
officer had been insubordinated and was in 
league with smugglers. Superintendent 
West said that the charge was ridiculous. 
William H. Schatt, a passenger agent, 
followed, but he did not know anything 
of his own knowledge. 

Forget was recalled and under an adroit 
question by Goff admitted that friends of 
Capt. Schmittberger had approached. him 
and begged him not to testify that 
Schmittberger got $500 or it would ruin 
him. He professed not to remember who 
had interceded for the captain. It was 
represented to him that Capt. Schmitt- 
berger would be dismissed if the $600 
story came out and for the sake of the 
captain’s family Forget was urged to 
„keep it dark.“ 

Forget apologized for his. imperfect 
knowledge of the English language; said 
he did not want,to go on record as caying 
he had been approached only in Capt. 
Schmittberger’s behalf. Some one, whom 
he could not remember, had in the last 
few weeks asked him not to testify against 
Schmittberger. Goff and Lexow wanted 
to glean further particulars about Wolf, 
but they failed. Mr. Forget only knew

Forget’s impression was one to the et- 
fect that seven men had shared in the 
There his “impression’’ failed. Goff 
jogged the witness’s memory and brought 
to mind the fact that he had written a 
private letter to the directors of the com- 
pany regarding the expenditure of the 
$500.

There are constantly off the reservation 
from five to seven thousand of these In- 
dians with their stock, but the Indian De- 
partment has made ample appropriations 
for the development of water te reser- 
vation, which it is believed will be ample 
to supply all their needs.

changes. - “A ehange of environment is 
more important than a change of doctors,”’ 
said Dr. Ried in a positive manner. The 
appetite for tobacco and intoxicints was 
classed among the ascribed hereditary 
faults. Men claimed that they had heredi- 
tary appetites for tobacco, and yet the 
girls. never seemed to be troubled with 
such failings. Soctety was doing a wrong 
to ‘the boys in protecting the girls by 
home influence and restrictiops, while al- 
lowing their brothers to run at will. Boys 
had the same right to be good. It had been 
said that society did a wrong to the girls, 
but the wrong done them was nothing to 
that done the unrestrained boy. If ‘the 


dame attention was paid to the acts of 


the young men there would be no such 
thing as a Breckinridge scandal. 
Dr. Louise M. Harvey opened the general 
discussion on the subject of Dr. Ried’s 
She thought that the teachings 
on heredity had been wrong. She thought 
that while heredity was powerful, it was 
not all powerful. By environment and per- 
sonal training the child might be benefited 
and lifted out of many of its hereditary 
tendencies. It was putting a child in a 
bad place to make it believe that it could 
not rise higher than its father or mother, 
Between the education of the girls and 
there was a wide difference.

It was not in family or church decay 
that the real trouble in the education of 
the children arose. Elements should not 
be introduced into the education of the 
child which were beyond its capability to 
absorb. There were a succession of tides 
in the life of the child which should be 
taken at the proper stage in order to se- 
cure the best results. 

The kindergarten furnished a means for 
the proper education of the youngér chil- 
dren. The development of faculties should 
enter into all educational attempts: ,Ap- 

lied knowledge was power. A sound 

eart, a clear head and a skillful hand 
gave nearly the perfect man. Mrs. White 
referred to a possible reform in matters 
of dress for girls, lamenting the fact that 


the female sex was compelled to abstain 


from taking part in portions of the manual 
instruction given boys, by their uncom- 
fortable attire. 

Prof. Pierce of the Normal School made 
a ten-minute address in discussing the 
subject treated by Mrs. White. He 
thought that manual training was one of 
the most important now before the educa- 
tional world. The public schools did not 
educate the pupils to work, and on this 
point they made a mistake. The country 
was doing but little toward educating the 
boys and girls to become producers. 
Knowledge alone would not knead the 
bread nor manufacture articles of use- 
fulness. 

After Prof. Pierce had concluded his 
remarks the parliament adjourned until 
evening. 
EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 

The attendance at the evening session 
was even larger than that which had 
filled the hall during the afternoon. 
session was opened with prayer and the 
singing of America,“ in which all joined. 

„What the Public School Should Teach,“ 
Was the subject of Rev. Florence E. Kol- 
loch’s paper. The lady took a compre- 
hensive view of the educational ideas of 


the people, and outlined briefly the terri- 


tory which she thought the school system 
should cover. Going back to the early life 
in America she pictured the necessities 
which compelled the constant enlargement 
of the educational facilities. The supporter 
and defender of the public school allied 
himself with good morals and advanced 
civilization. Facts, names, statistics, etc., 
constituted in reality no part of the early 
education of a child. The pupil should 
be taught to think, to question, and even 
to doubt. The child should be trained how 
to think, rather than what to th Edu- 
cation did not consist of a collection of 
facts, but rather to teach how to classify 
and segregate matter. Physically, intel- 
lectually and morally the child was the 
father of the man. The first business of 
the public schools was to teach good, clear 
English. The fact was becoming more and 
more apparent ‘that the public schools 
were not ¢urnishing the children what 
they most needed in many cases. The 
public schools should give to all what the 
polytechnic institutions gave to a few. To 
the lack of proper education was due : 
great deal of suffering. It was better, tc 
the mind of the speaker, to be jack of al 
trades than master of one, provided that 
one was rendered useless. There would be 
no more patriotic act on the part of the 
government than to open the workshop: 
to the boys and girls and teach them ¢ 
means of helping themselves. Finally, the 
public schools should teach good morals. 
It should be a matter of as much im- 
portance to the teacher to inculcate high 
morals as to teach book knowledge. The 
public schools should teach everything 
which would make boys and girls noble. 
upright and honest. 
P. W. Search, superintendent of the city 
schools, opened the discussion on the pa- 
per read. Mr. Search said that the child 
was demanding attention at the hands of 
the people through the public schools. The 
aim of all education was the accumulation 
of power—the ability to do. One of the 
greatest things in man was the creative 
faculty, or inventive genius. The ten- 
dency to introduce more of manual train- 
ing into the schools was a good one. The 
child’s study should be enriched; it should 
— up a field for exploration and inves- 
tigation. There should be as high a moral 
code for man as for woman. 
Prof. Keyes of Pasadena believed that 
the duty of the public schools was to teach 
the children to think readily and rightly. 
The thought that the pupils should be 
taught how to think and not what to think 
was one which was not to be underesti- 


mated. 

Prof. Keyes’s address was in a line that 
exactly suited the audience, and he was 
heartily applauded as he retired. 

C. S. Cornell favored the parliament with 
a vocal solo before the next number of the 
programme was announced. 

MRS. GALPIN SPEAKS. 

Mrs. Kate T. Galpin, Democratic nomi- 
nee fer County Superintendent of Schools, 
spoke on The Evolution of the Public 
School.“ Mrs. Galpin spent some time in 
touching upon the ancient“ history of 
the schools, and then followed down the 
advancement made to modern educational, 
methods. The insistant thought of today, 
she said, was in the path of knowledge. 
Men on the fence were seldom the propell- 
ing force in any enterprise. Until parents 
were willing to allow the children's mind to 
grow as their bodies developed, premature 
results would be the consequence. Mrs. 
Galpin's address was rather of an abstract 
order, and somewhat dilatory nature. She 
did say that the schools should be 
free from the domination of party influ- 
ences. 

Superintendent Search also opened the 
discussion on Mrs. Galpin’s paper, 
another ten-minute speech. 

With several ‘shorter addresses on the 
same subject following, an adjournment 
was then declared until this morning at 10 
o'clock.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE GEN- 
ERAL ASSOCIATION. 


A Large Number of Visitors and Del- 
gates in Attendance—Sermon 
by Rev. Mr. Frary— 
Other Notes. 


The eighth annual meeting of the Gen- 
eral Association of Congregationalists was 
opened auspiciously last evening at the 
First Church. 

An unusually large number cf ministers 
and delegates were in attendance. Rev. 8. 
A. Norton was in charge of the services. 
and led in prayc.. 3 

A quartette, consisting of Messrs. Hays 
and Hall and Misses Messmore and Pieper 
sang Rock of Ages.“ 

After the reading of scripture by Rev. 
L. H. Frary and the singing of the hymn, 
“Come Thou Almighty King,” Miss Pieper 
sang Jerusalem.“ 

The sermon was preached by Rev. L. H. 
Frary of Pomona. It was rich in inspiring 
thought. The text was found in Numbers 


ix, 23. The theme was God's Leadership 
in the Church.” The speaker said, in 
brief: 


The country, the world, is in trouble 
and sees that it is in trouble over some- 
thing. Men have deep, strange thoughts 
in our time. They see that life points 
steadily out toward the infinite. The 
teacher who ignores this fact is not re- 
garded as the true interpreter of our time. 
What answer has the Christian Church 


God's call to the men of our time is 
to lift up their eyes on high. 5 

First of all, the truth we need to em- 
phasize is that God is fi His world and 
then this other, that God is the leader of 
His church. This truth is the vital breath 
of the modern church. Again, God is the 
guide of His church that his church may be 
the guide of the people. Here, then, we 
reach the point where the church becomes 
herself. She rises above the natural into 
the invisible and spiritual. Here, conse- 
quently, is the point where rationalism re- 
fuses to accept her pains. There is, also, 
in God's leadership, an adaptation to ell 
exigencies. There is an adaptation to 
this materialistic age. We are to show 
that we are supported by an unseen and 
omnipotent hand. This is the secret of 
the abiding work of the Pilgrim fathers. 
They knew God. A large infusion of this 
| spirit is sorely needed in our time. Organ- 
izations are efftcing personality. 

Here we find the sufficient solvent of 
the social disturbances of the time. It 
is the method of the gospel not to spend 
itself in righting things but in making 
righteous men.

Commissioner Bosbyshell expressed about 
the same sentiments in regard to the mat- 
ter that he had in the morning, and Com- 
missioner Bradish said it looked like an 
injustice for people who have purchased a 
property, as petitioners have W to be 
crowded out. 

The board adjourned till 10 o ‘clock this 
morning, and laid the matter over till that 
time. 

The somewhat complicated circum- 
stances in connection with the petition of 
M. L. Polaski & Co. are as follows: The 
license for the Hollenbeck saloon was in 
the name of J. H. F. Peck, who was 

granted by the board a transfer to No. 


217 South Spring street, which place is. 


now occupied by a cloak establishment. 
Rudolph Stuettig, who had a saloon 
license at No. 215 obtained another license 
for a place further down Spring street, 
and the license for where he was has not 
yet been revoked. Mr. Peck moved his 
fixtures out of the Hollenbeck saloon and 
put them in storage, after which another 
license was issued for Messrs. Schroeder 
and Bilicke at the Hollenbeck saloon. 

Mr. Polaski and Robert Kern, under the 
firm name of M. L. Polaski & Co., ar- 
ranged to take charge of the premises 
formerly occupied by Stuettig, and also 
arranged with Mr. Peck, who has a license 
for the place occupied by a cloak house 
just below, to sell to them his fixtures 
and transfer to them his license provided 
the transfer be gsanted by the Police Com- 
mission. 

This virtually places the matter in such 
a position that M. L. Polaski & Co. ask 
for a license for the place where Stuettig 
up to a few days ago had a saloon. The 
total number of saloons in tbe block, if 
the transfer is granted, will be neither in- 
creased nor diminished. 

Among the peculiar features of the 
matter is the fact that, as far as known, 
the Police Commission has never, before 
been petitioned not to grant a license on 
the ground it would make too much com- 
petition. Another unusual thing is the 
fact the board has permitted the interested 
parties to appear by attorneys when the 
matter has been under consideration. 


The School Board Report. 


A good deal of comment has been ex- 
cited because of the fact that the pub- 
lished annual report of the Board of Edu- 
cation just out of print contains nearly 
one hundred pages of matter describing 
in detail the training given in physical 
culture in the schools. Such an amount 
of printing as would be required for this 
would naturally add a considerable sum to 
the expense of the volume. The publi- 
cation of this matter is explained by the 
fact that there are about two hundred and 
fifty teachers, each of whom is required to 
give instruction in physical culture. It 
was considered a matter of economy to 
have the work printed in the annual re- 
port rather than to have it printed sepa- 
rately merely for the benefit of the 
teachers. 


— — — 
Opposition to School Bonds. 

The report has been circulated that a 
strong effort will be made to defeat the 
passage of the school bonds on account of 
a likelihood that the present school board, 
if the bonds should carry, will take ad- 
vantage of the provisions of the city 
charter, which states the Board of Edu- 
cation shall have sole power to, among 
other things, provide furniture and other 
appliances for the schools. 

Should the bonds carry, it is argued 
that soon thereafter the board may step 
in and claim the right under the above 
mentioned provision of the charter, to 
take charge of the furnishing of the new 
school buildings and rooms erected, in- 
stead of allowing the City Council to do 
so as as intended. 

The report, however, appears to be 
groundless. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the city charter appears to give the Board 
of Education sole power to furnish the 
school buildings, it is stated on good au- 
thority that the act of the State law un- 
der which proceedings for the calling of a 
bond election have been instituted gives 
the Council power not only to erect the 
school buildings, but also to furnish them. 
This act having been approved subse- 
quently to the approval of the city char- 
ter, which latter may also be said to be 
a State law, any provisions of the act 
mentioned would naturally take prece- 
dence over any conflicting provisions of the 
city charter. 


Thinks He Was Unjustly Treated. 

Mr. Stein of the Board of Education says 
he thinks he was unjustly treated at the 
meeting of the board held Monday even- 
ing. It was charged against him that he 
did not make proper reports of what the 
Buildings Committee, of which he is chair- 
man, did in the way of improving the 
various school properties. 

Mr. Stein says the demands for all labor 
and material furnished or expended are 
on file where the other members of the 
board can see them if they so desire. 
Each demand shows for itself and if the 
other members would inform themselves 
by looking over the demands they would 
have no need of doing so much kicking“ 
at the board meetings.

„ THE PRATT WILL CONTEST. 

The hearing of the famous Pratt will 
contest was resumed before Judge Clark 
and a jury in the Probate Court yesterday 
afternoon, with Dr. James Surman of Port- 
land, Or., upon the stand for cross-examin- 
ation. 

After being questioned with reference to 
the incidents he had related on Friday 
last, the witness was shown a statement 
which he identified as having been writ- 

n by Mr. Hanlon in the office of J. L. 


his initials, “J. 8.“ These and several 
interlineations he admitted having. writ- : 
ten himself. The statement, which, among 
other things, contalned the opinion of the 
witness that Mrs. Pratt’s mental condt- 
tion in January, 1893, was not such as to 
enable her to trarisact business, was 
to the jury. He also identified a photo- 
graph of the will, of 1881, upon each sheet 
of which he had placed his initials, 

Upon redirect examination the witness 
explained why the interpolations had been 
made in the statement, and insisted that 
he had told Mr. Hanlon at the timé that 
it was incorrect in several details. 

In response to a direct question by Sena- 
tor White the witness frankly admitted 
that he had made arrangements with Gen. 
Mansfield whereby he was to receive $400 
for coming down here. 

Gen. John Mansfield, one of the propon- 
ents, was then called to the stand and tes- 
tified to the effect that he received the will; 
offered for probate ‘from Mrs. Pratt her- 
self. She handed him a sealed packet, in- 
dorsed by her, telling him that it contained 
her will, and asking him to keep it for 
her, instructed him in case of her death 
to take it into court. He thereupon placed 
it in a tin box and locked it up in his 
safe. Upon her death he took it, and, in 
the presence of her attorneys, asked Judge 
Clark to open it, which was done. Both 
will and envelope were handed by Judse 
Clark to Deputy Clerk Blake wie instruc- 
tions to file both. 

Gen. Mansfield was temporarily with- 
drawn, at this juncture, and Deputy Clerk. 
Blake called for the purpose of showing 
that the envelope referred to had been lost 
in the clerk’s office, and court thereupon 
adjourned for the day. 

HEAVY DAMAGE SUIT. 

In Department Three yesterday the case 
of John Bullock vs. Jones Taylor et al., 
zan action for $15,000 damages, for an al- 
leged breach of contract, came on for trial 
before Judge York and a jury, the plain- 
tiff being represented by Messrs. Ander- 
son & Anderson, and Messrs. Edgar M. 
Wilson of San Francisco, G. J. Denis and 
H. C. Dillon appearing for the defendants. 

The plaintiff in his complaint, alleges 
that he entered into a contract with the 
Keystone Mining Company, of which the 
defendants are the officers, whereby he 

to haul ore from the mines in the 
Yellow Pine district, Nevada, to either 
Goff’s or Fenner stations on the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, in San Bernardino 
county, at the rate of 120 tons per month, 
two asix-horse and six eight-horse teams 
to be started out within ten days of the 
date of the contract. [t was also agreed 
that he was to haul freight back to the 
mines. For the first two months he was 
to receive $30 per ton; for the second two 
, $25 per ton; and for the third 
two months $20 per ton. 

After he had purchased the horses, 
wagons and tent necessary at an ex- 
pense of and given up a lease of 
1000 acres of land in order to engage in 
the business, the defendants refused to 
comply with the terms of the contract, to 
his damage in the sum claimed.

Several witnesses were examined in sup- 
port of the plaintiff’s contention, but the 
matter was not concluded, and will be 
taken up again this moring.

A FATAL EXPLOSION AT LA

Sad Death of Albert Brigden—A 
Forthcoming Wedding—A Rose 
Garden in a Vacant Lot— 


PASADENA, Oct. 9.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Albert Brigden, manager of 
the Sierra Madre Vintage Company, at 
Lamanda Park, died at his home at 10 
o'clock this morning, under most dis- 
tressing circumstances, after ‘hours of in- 
tense suffering.

Mr. Brigden was directly 
over the first of these tanks, engaged 
in trying some stopcocks, the cooper 
standing some feet away, nearer the cen- 
tral cask. The engineer; on the ground 
below, was engaged in turning into the 
cask a pressure of steam, indicated on 
the boller's gauge as fifty pounds, for 
the purpose of heating the water in the 
vessel. Suddenly, with a loud report, the 
upper end of the cask blew upward in a 
cloud of steam and a déluge of boiling 
water, striking and enveloping both the 
nen on the platform, carrying them to the 
ok, Mr. Brigden faking to the ground, 
a distance of something like twenty feet, 
and Mr. Shannon lodging on the staging. 

The engineer. and some of the pipe- 
fitters who were present, dazed by the 
disaster, at first thought Mr. Brigden had 
faTlen back into the tank that yawned 
below, where he had so lately Stood, and 
even when they found im alive and sut- 
fering, did not have enough presence of 
The details 
of what followed are harrowing in the 
extreme. Mr. Brigden, scalded all over 
and almost stunned by his terrific fat, 
had yet sufficient strength to run to the 
office, where he called for ‘help to take off 
his clothing. en this was finally done 
and, by his direction, he had deen bathed 
with oll and wrapped in dlankets, the 
flesh falling fram. his hands and back, he 
at last lost his wonderful fortitude and 
was carried to his home, over a mile 
away, where physicians ministered to him 
up to the hour of his death. The cooper, 
at first thought to have been fatally hurt, 
is expected te recover.
